But They Need Help 
We have a case in point, in the 
; story of the young king Josiah. He 
j was eight years old when he came 
to the throne. His father. King 
Amon, had been a bad man and 
a bad king, so bad that his own 
servants had a palace revolution 
and killed him. There must have 
been something promising about 
little Josiah, because we read that 
tho people of the land “made him 
king,” —as we would say, elected 
him. This was rem arkable, be­ 
cause in the ancient Near E ast it

today: 
if 
a king or a president is assassi­ 
nated, one of the plotters is gen­

the next king. 
But the 
people picked out little Josiah and 
made him king. Boy-like, he did 
nothing particularly worth men­ 
tioning 
for 
eight 
years. 
Then, 
when he was 16 years old, he 
began to seek after the God of 
David." Now whenever a boy with 
worthless parents turns out to be 
a fine character with a sincere 
faith, it is safe to guess that some 
one has been there influencing 
the boy for good. Boys and girls 
seldom develop into mature Chris­ 
tians without help. L ater we read 
that Josiah was acquainted with 
the best and most God-fearing 
men of his time, and we can be 
reasonably sure that this young 
king’s wise and steady leadership, 
his growth in faith, his construc­ 
tive reforms, were “sparked” by 
some of these priests and prophet* 
who were his close friends. 


Teen-agers Are the Church of 
Tomorrow 
Whenever a boy or girl who has 
been confirmed or 
“joined the 
church,” stops going to church 
and perhaps slips down from good 
to bad and from bad to worse, 
thoughtful persons will ask, “who's 
to blame?” The fault may very 
well be in the church, not in the 
young people. Boys and girls need 
wise help from older Christians. 
Young people coming into the 
church are always “commended 
to the fellowship” of the church 
or words to that effect. But how 
much fellowship do they get? An 
officer in a church ojjce com­ 
plained that his church paid too 
much attention to young people.

A few teen-agers may be a menace on the highways—but almost half 
a million others are working daily to protect your life on the road. 
That's what newsmen learned when they interviewed winners in ths 
1954 National 4-H Safety Program recently at the 33rd National 4-H 
Club Congress in Chicago. 
Eight national winners received $300 college scholarships from Gen­ 
eral Motors, Safety Program awards donor. GM also provided all­ 
expense trips to the Club Congress for national and state winners. 
“Sure, some teen-agers are reckless drivers,” said Jim Messerschmitt, 
19, Elizabeth, Colorado, a national winner. “That’s all the more reason 
why a lot of us feel teen-agers must take the lead in fighting for safer 
roads and safer driving.” 
At last count, more than 486,000 youngsters took part in the Safety 
Program. That compares with 78,000 just before GM became awards 
donor IO years ago. 
Although the program is concerned with farm and home as well as 
highway safety, participants are giving more and more emphasis to 
saving lives ana property on the road. 
Young Messerschmitt, for example, helped plan the first Teen-Agt

Thousands of other young crusaders for road safety have organized 


posters in store windows and encouraged public officials to erect warning 
signs at highway danger spots. 
Some youngsters, like Sara Ellen Phillips, 17, Midville, Ga., had their 
interest in traffic safety spurred by accidents that struck close to home. 
Sara Ellen began the work that led to a national 4-H award after three 
of her school mates were killed in a highway accident. 
Contributions to highway safety also helped win national awards for

Progress is the keynote of the 
American way of 
life. 
Steady 
progress in its program of Soil 
and 
W ater 
Conservation 
has 
been achieved each year by the 
Upper W est Fork Soil Conserva­ 
tion District, since it was organ­ 
ized in 1940. T hat such progress 
has been possible 
during 
the 
past five years of drought con­ 
ditions is especially encourag­ 
ing and significant, the board of 
supervisors state. Credit for the 
progress th at has 
been 
made 
goes to the farm ers and ranch­ 
ers in the district. They have 
recognized the need 
of 
their 
land. 
They are m eeting these 
needs in th eir coordinated pro­ 
gram of conservation m easures. 
This is indicated by 
the 
fact 
th at more than 2300 have sign­ 
ed agreem ents 
in 
cooperation 
with the district. More than 200 
have stated on th eir conservation 
program s during the past year, 
a 16 percent increase over the 
previous year. 
Conservation m easures which 
have been applied by district co­ 
operators include range improve­ 
ment m easures as well as prac­ 
tices applied to keep down ero­ 
sion and improve soil on farm 
lands. 
Conservation 
ranching 
m easures applied for the first 
time in 1954 included 78,181 
acres of proper use, 80629 acres 
of deferred grazing and 16,605 
acres of rotated grazing. Dis­ 
trict 
cooperators 
started 
a 
brush control program on 31,- 
248 acres, planted 1722 acres 
to pasture grasses and 521 acres 
to native 
grasses. 
They 
also 
built 139 farm ponds to get bet­ 
ter distribution of grazing. 
Some of the highlights of con­ 
servation farm practices applied 
for the first tim e in 1954 were 
3,14 4 acres of contour farm ing, 
10,210 acres of cover 
crops, 
8,274 acres of crop residues and 
50 miles of terraces. 
Assistance in paying part of 
the cost of these practices was 
furnished by th e 
A gricultural 
Stabilization and 
Conservation 
office. Technical assisance 
in 
planning and applying conserva­ 
tion m easures was furnished by 
the Soil Conservation Service.

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Selective Cutting 
For Harvest-type Trees 
You can’t get the most return 
from your farm woodlands 
as 
long as they include cull, poor 
risk or low value trees. 
Make 
periodic 
improvement 
cuts to provide growing 
space 
for profitable, harvest-type trees. 
Girdle, poison or cut down and 
haul away cull trees. A cull tree 
is one not now saleable for any­ 
thing except firewood and that 
will never produce at least one 
m erchantable log. 
Poor risk trees that will not live 
until the next cut or will deterio­ 
rate before then. You can tell 
them by their broken tops, large 
rotton stubs of limbs, blind knots, 
conks, cankers, leaky knots, basal 
scars and poor crown. 
Take out “wolf" trees, too. They 
are usually large, limby, poorly- 
formed trees or over-m ature trees 
that take up more space than is 
justified by their value and growth. 
Also cut down trees that don’t 
have much of a future. These may 
be sound, marketable trees, but 
undesirable 
longer 
for 
growing 
stock because of poor form or 
other poor characteristics. 
Look for inferior species when 
you cut. But don’t cut them if 
taking them out will seriously 
lower 
the 
number 
of 
growing 
trees.
